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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the present 
invention relates to a dual-bit NROM memory device. The independent claim 1 recites a 
method for reading a bit of a memory cell in a dual-bit NROM memory device 
comprising the step of comparing the data of a bit to be read with data of a multi-bit 
reference cell having a first bit at a first non-ground programmed state and a second bit 
at a second non-ground programmed state. The PRIOR ART fails to disclose or suggest 
such a multi-bit reference cell having a first bit at a first non-ground programmed state 
and a second bit at a second non-ground programmed state for reading a bit of a 
memory cell in a dual-bit NROM memory device such as the independent claim 1, 
therefore, claims 1-5 are in condition for allowance.
